Dealers'  "baying  prices  for  3.5  percent  milk  for  f  laid,  use  in  January  remained 
steady  at  $3.26  per  100  pounds.    This  is  the  same  price  as  was  paid  in  November 
and  December  1944,  and  only  2  cents  per  100  pounds  higher  than  in  January  1944. 
However,  as:  compared  with  the  January  average  for  the  1935-39  pre- War  period, 
prices  for  this  grade  of  milk  were  up  $1.06  per  100  pounds  or  48  percent. 

The  only  material  change  in  Class  1  milk  prices,  among  some  124  markets  for 
Which  dealers  reported,  was- an  advance  of  20  cents  per  100  pounds  at  Mandan, 
North  Dakota,    Higher  ceiling  prices  allowed  by  the  CPA  for  small  markets  in 
a  number  of  Midwestern  states  late  in  1944  provided  the  basis  for  increasing 
Glass  1  prices  from  $2.50  per  hundredweight  to  $2.70  effective  January  1. 
Retail  prices  at  Mandan  were  also  increased  1  cent  per  quart  from  11  cents  to 
12  cents.    In  St.  Louis,  where  the  formula  determined  Class  1    price  is  not 
yet  available  for  January,  the  December  price  was  down  20  cents  from  the 
November  level,  5  .  •  . 

Retail  prices  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  major  markets  averaged  14.92 
cents  per  quart  for  January,    This  represents  no  change  from 'the  retail  price 
'throughout'  1944,  when  the  price  leveled,  off  following  gains  in  earlier  war 
years.    Prices  in  January  1945  were  2.9  cents  per  quart  higher  than  the  1935-39 
pre-war  average  of  12.00  cents  for  January. 

During  rDecember  milk  production  turned  upward  seasonally  in  most  areas-,  with 
market  supplies  generally  more 'ple'nt i'ful' than  last  w.inter.     Total  milk'pro- 
duct ion. f or  the  country  as  a  whole  was  record  high  for  December,  about  5  per- 
cent above  that  in  December  1943.    Milk  flow  has  been  stimulated  by  liberal 
feeding  of  concentrates  to  milk  cows,  which  has  resulted  from  abundant  feed 
supplies  and  favorable  milk-feed  price  relationships. "

Remaining  at  the  same  level  which  has  prevailed  for  more  than  a  year,  the  average 
retail  price  of  fluid  milk  delivered  to  homes  for  25  cities  during  February  was 
14.86  cents  per  quart,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  reports.  Ceil- 
ing prices  maintained  by  OPA  along  with  ample  milk  supplies  in  the  major  fluid 
milk  areas  are  responsible  for  the  steady  price  level  throughout  this  period.  Only 
one  price  .change  was  shown  for  the  month — a  decline  of  4  cents  per  hundredweight 
was  reported  in  dealers'  buying  prices  on  the  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
market  effective  February  1.    A  change  was  reported  for  January  in  Toledo,  Ohio, 
which  was  received  too  late  for  inclusion  in  the  last  report,  dealers'  buying  price 
having  risen  5  cents  per  hundredweight  from  December, 

The  average  dealers'  buying  price  was  $3.26  per  hundredweight  during  February. 
While  this  price  is  2  cents  higher  than  that  of  the  same  month  in  1944,   this  price 
has  remained  unchanged  from  November  through  February. 

During  1944,  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $3.24  per  hundredweight  compared  with 
$8.16  per  hundredweight  in  1943  and  a  10-year  (1934-43)  annual  average  of  $2.34. 
The  ten-year  period,  1934  to  1943,  was  a  period  of  almost  continuous  rise  in  dealers 
buying  prices.     In  fact,  prices  doubled  from  1933  to  1944.    Beginning  at  $1.60  per 
hundredwei-'ht  in  1933,  which  was  the  low  point  of  the  past  two  decades,  prices  rose 
rapidly  to  1937.    JJuring  1938  and  1939  a  slight  recession  took  place  in  prices  but 
the  upward  swing  was  resumed  in  1940  and  gains  were  particularly  sharp  during  1942 
and  1943.    The  annual  average  price  during  1941  was  $2.40, during  1942  it  was  $2*79 
and  in  1943  a  price  of  $3.16  per  hundredweight  was  reported. 

Average  annual  rg tail  prices  of  fluid  milk  delivered  to  homes  for  25  cities  at  14.9 
cents  per  hundffirdwe  ight-  for  1944  was  the  highest  average  shown  on  record  except  for 
1.20  when  prices  averaged  15.9  cents.     The  low  point  was  reached  in  1933  at  10.1 
cents  per  quart  and  prices  rose  each  successive  year  up  through  .1944,.  with  the  ex- 
ception of  1938  and  1939.     In  view  of  the  high  price  prevailing  in  1920  when  supply 
and  demand  factors  were  freely  operative,  average  prices  would  have  been  much  higher 
in  1944  had  it  not  been  for  ceiling  prices  maintained  by  the  Off-ice  of  Price 
Administration, 

In  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  several  amendments  to  the  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order 
became  effective  February  1,     The  amendments  provided  for  a  market-wide  pool  and 
uniform  prices  to  all  producers  replacing  the  individual  dealer  pool  that  has  ex- 
isted previously;  for  skim  and  butterfat  to  be  accounted  for  and  priced  separately; 
for  fluid  cream  to  be  reclassified  from  Class  2  to  Class  1,  and  for  ice  cream  from 
Class  3  to  Class  2. 

Milk  production  during  January  continued  at  record  levels  for  the  month,  and  was  3 
percent  higher  than  the  production  for  the  same  month  last  year.    Liberal  feeding 
of  grain  and  concentrates  helped  to  maintain  the  seasonal  upswing  of  milk  flow  de- 
spite cold  and  stormy  weather  in  many1  sections  of  the  Country  during  the  month.  In 
the  major  fluid  milk  areas,  the  production  of  milk  per  cow  was  considerably  higher 
than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier  ,

Fluid  milk  prices  continued  their  firm  tone  during  early  March,  accord- 
ing to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.     Dealers'  average  'buying 
priees:  at  $3^26  ;per  hundredweight  for  March  were  the  same  as' have  been' 
reported  since  November  last  year,  but  were  2  cents  higher  than  in  March 
1944.    By  regions,  dealers'  average  buying  prices  ranged  from  $2,80'  in 
the  'West  North  Central  area  to  $3.-76  per  hundredweight  in  the  South  At- 
lantic area.    With  a  decline  of  10  cents  per  hundredweight,  Utica,  New 
York,  was  the  only  city  reporting  a  change  in  dealers'  buying  prices. 
Retail  prices  in  Utica  remain : unchanged. 

Retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  averaged  14.88  cents  per  quart 
for  25  of  the  most  important  cities.    This  average  price  has  prevailed 
throughout  the*  entire  year  of  1944  and'  during  -the -first  3  months  of 
1945. 

Suspension  of  the  provision  in  the  New.  York  metropolitan  milk  market—  . 
,ing  order  for  the ,  reduction  of .  25  cent.s  per,  hundredweight*,  in  the  Class 
1  milk  price  for  milk  delivered  during  April,  May,  and  June  was  an- 
nounced by 'the  War  Food  Administration.     Due  to  this  action,  Class  1- 
prices  will  remain  at  $3.70  per  hundredwe ight  during  April  through  J 
June,  and  will  then  continue  at  this  level  aft.er  June  30.     The  pur- 
pose "of  'the*  suspension  of  this  provision  was  to  encourage  milk  pro-; 
duction  in  the  Nev;  York  milk  shed  during  1945,  and  will  result  in  a  " 
uniform  price  to  producers  supplying  the  :New  York  area,  in  keeping 
with  that  received  by  producers  supplying  .other  northeastern  markets.. 

Milk  flow  is  gaining  seasonally  and  supplies  of  both  milk  and  cream 
have  been. ample  in  most  markets — -the^only  exceptions  being  the  re- 
sults of  temporarily  delayed  shipments  because-  o!f ; weather  conditions. 
While  the  Nation's  average  daily  milk  production  during  February  was 
3  percent  higher  than  in  the  same  month  last  year,  the  total  produc- 
tion for  the  month  was  1  percent  lower  due  to  "the; fact  that  the  month 
•was  one  day  shorter  this  year.:'  The  Seasonal  upswing 'in  milk  produc- 
tion during  February  was  somewhat  more  rapid  than  usual  and  observers 
in  most  of  the  large  fluid  milk  producing  areas  are  anticipating  a 
relatively  heavy  peak  flow.

ILK    PRICES    IN    CITY  MARKETS 
FOE  APRIL  1945 


While  seasonal  changes  in  the  pricing  schedules  of  individual  markets  caused  scattered'  declines  in 
fluid  milk  prices  during  early  April,  the  decreases  were  not  sufficiently  numerous  or  important 
to  cause  a  change  either  in  the  milk  dealers'  average  buying  prices  or.  in  the  prevailing  retail 
prices, of  milk  delivered  to  homas  of  consumers  in  25  cities,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
reports.    A  decline  of  3  cents  per  hundredweight  was  reported  in  Kansas  City  buying  prices  for 
milk  3.5  percent  butterfat,  as  a  result  of  a  change  in  the  allowance  for  variations  in  butterfat 
content.    A  decline  of  10  cents  per  hundredweight  for  Akron,  Ohio  was  also  reported.  According 
to  the  seasonal  adjustments  provided  in  the  pricing  program  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
for  the  St.  Paul  and  Minneasplis  market,  a  decrease  of  3  cents  per  hundredweight  in  buying  prices 
became  effective  April  1.    Although  reported  too  late  for  inclusion  in  last  month's  report,  the 
dealers'  buying  prices  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  declined  8  cents  per  hundredweight  from  February  to  March. 
No  changes  occurred  in  any  of  these  cities  in  retail  prices  delivered  to  homes. 

For  the  sixth  consecutive  morth,  milk  dealers  buying  prices  for  the  United  States  averaged  $3.26 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  of  3.5  percent  butterfat.    Remaining  at  the  same  price  which  has  pre- 
valed  during  1944  and  1945,  the  retail  price  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  was  14,88  cents  psr  quart 
for  April.. 

The  War  Food  Administration  has  announced  that  winter  dairy  production  payments  rates  on  whole 
milk  would  extend  thru  April.    Prior  to  this  announcement,  the  winter  rates  of  SO  cents  to  90  cents 
were  scheduled  to  decline' 35  cents  per  hundredweight,  beginning  with  April,    Rates  of  payment 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  were  not  changed. 

With  an  unprecedented  flush,  in  milk  production  anticipated,  the  War  Food  Administration  revised 
the  provisions  of  WFO  79  to  allow,  market  agents  the  authority,  with  prior  approval  of  the  Chief 
of  the  D  iry  and  Poultry  Branch,  to  increase  the  quotas  of  handlers  or  groups  of  handlers  who 
find  it  impossible  to  handle  all  of  the  milk  delivered  under  current  quotas.    No  restrictions  at 
all  were  placed  on  the  sale  of  fluid  milk,  but  butterfat  in  cream  may  be  allowed  to  increase 
during  April  not  to  exceed  15  percent  of  deliveries  in  the  base  period  and  not  to  exceend  25  per- 
cent during.  May,  and  June,  i  . 

The  Wnr  Food  Administration  has  announced  that  the  petition  of  milk  dealers  in  the  Cincinnati,- 
Ohio,  market  for  special  payments  to  offset  an  increase  of  25  cents  per  hundredweight  in  the  prices 
they  must  pay  producers  has  been  denied,  on  the  basis  of  a  determination  by- the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  that  such  payments  were  not  justified.    This  petition  had  been  made  to  offset  the 
increase  in  the  minimum  price  that  Cincinnati  deal  -rs  must  pay  producers  under  an  amendment  to 
the  Cincinnati  order  that  became  effective  August  16,  1944. 

As  the  result  of  recent  action  by  producers  in  the  Lowell-Lawrence,  Massachusetts- milk  shed,  the 
War  Food  Administr  tion  has  authorized  certain  changes  in  the  Federal  Order  regulating  the  market- 
of  milk  in  that  area.    Under  the  amended  order,  milk  received  by  dealers  in  the  Lowell-Lawrence 
market  from  beyond  New  Y^rk  or  the  New  England  States  will  not  be  subject  to  the  order.  Neither 
will  the  order  apply  to  dealers  outside  the  milk  marketing  area  who  sell  only  Class  2  milk  to  a 
Lowell-Lawrence. dealer.    The  amended  order  also  directs  handlers  .to  pay  the  Administration  assess- 
ment to  the  Market  Administrator  instead  of  to  the  Massachusetts  Control  Board,  which  in  turn  re- 
mitted to  the  Market  Administrator.    Several  other  changes  were  also  made. 

At  the  request  of  producers,  on  April  15  the  War  Food  Administration  is  scheduled  to  open  a  public 
hearing,  to  consider  proposed  amendments  to  the  Federefl  Order 'regulating  the  marketing  of  milk  in 
the  Washington,  D,  C,  milk  marketing  area.  .  Among  the  several  amendments  up  for  consideration  are: 
(l)  The  replacement  of  the  individual-handler  pool  by  a  market  wide  pool;  {2)  To  expand  the 
marketing  area  to  include  certain  urban  areas  in  Virginia  adjacent  to  Washington;  (3)  The  es- 
tablishment of  a  fund  for  payments  to  producers  to  encourage  greater  milk  production  in  the  months 
6f  low  output;  (4)  The  classification  of  milk  in  terms  of  the  utilization  of  whole  milk  instead  of 
Hn  terms  of  the  use  of  the  skim  milk  only;  (5)  An  increase  in  the  Class  1  price  of  3  cents  per 
hundredweight  to  compensate  producers  for  the  net  change  in  returns  which  would  result  from  the 
proposed  pricing  and  classification  changes.    '  "'■ 

Milk  production  continues  to  respond  to  generally  favorable  conditions  throught  .the  entire  country. 
Production  for  March  was  estimated  at  10,1  billion  pounds,  3  percent  larger  than  the  March  pro- 
duction of  last  year.    On  April  1  milk  production  per  cow  in  herds  kept  by  crop  correspondents 
averaged  ab^ut  6  percent  higher  than  on  the  same  date  last  year  and  2  percent  above  the  previous 
April  1  record  established  ir.  1942.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS 

FOR  MY  1945 

Both  dealers'  "baying  prices  and  average  retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes 
of  consumers  for  25  cities  in  early  May  were  unchanged  from  the  preceding  month  in 
spite  of  record  milk  supplies,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  rex^orts. 

utica,  Hew  York,  was  the  only  city  reporting  a  change  from  April  to  May  in  dealers' 
buying  prices  for  milk  utilized  for  city  market  distribution.     The  Class  1  buying 
price  in  Utica,  at  $3.25  per  hundredweight  for  May,  was  16  cents  below  April — 
retail  prices  were  unchanged.    Dealers  buying  prices  in  this  market  are  based  on 
the  average  blended  prices  paid  in  the  New  York  Metropolitan  Milk  Marketing  Area. 

Dealers'  buying  prices  throughout  the  country  averaged  $3.25  per  hundredweight  for 
milk  of  3.5  percent  butt erf at  test  during  May.     This  is  the  same  price  that  pre- 
vailed in  April,  according  to  recent  revisions.    A  price  of  $3.26  per  hundredweight 
was  reported  for  the  5  months  prior  to  April,  and  $3.24  per  hundredweight  was  re- 
ported during  May  1944.    According  to  the  Office  of  Marketing  Services,  supplies  of 
milk  and  cream  in  the  major  Eastern  markets  were  more  than  ample  for  fluid  milk  and 
cr :am  requirements.    Record  quantities  were  reported- being  moved  into  manufacturing 
plants  in  most  of  these  areas  during  May. 

By  regions,  dealers^  buying  prices  vary  widely—from  $2.79  per  hundredweight  in  the 
West'  North  Central  area  to  $3.77  per  hundredweight  in  the  South  Atlantic.  Prices 
in  the  Mountain  states  averaged  $2.89  per  hundredweight.    In  the  major  fluid  milk 
consuming  area  of  New  England,  buying  xoriccs  were  $3.75  per  hundredweight,  while  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  group  an  average  of  $3.43  per  hundredweight  was  reported.  Por 
the'  East  North  Central  Area,  the  xorico  was  $3.03  per  hundredweight.  Elsewhere 
prices  were  as  follows:  East  South  Central  $3.43;  West  South  Central' $3. 31;  and 
Pacific  $3.14  per  hundredweight. 

Under  ceilings  specif iod  by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  prevailing  prices 
of  milk  dcliv  ;rcd  at  homes  of  consumers  in  25  cities  remained  at  14.88  cents  per 
quart,  the  same  as  for  the  past  16  months. 

Continuing  at  record  levels  during  April,  milk  production  on  farms  was  estimated 
at  10.8  billion  pounds.    Milk  utilized  in  the  manufacture  of  butter,  American  cheese 
and  evaporated,  condensed  and  dry  whole  milk  during  April  appears  to  have  been  4 
percent  above  the  same  month  last  year.     Other  uses,  including  fluid  consumption:, 
were  apparently  up  by  a  somewhat  larger  percentage*     The  increased  seasonal  gain 
in  milk  flow  during  April  probably  resulted  from  early  grass,  liberal  concentrate 
feeding,  and  favorable  returns  to  producers.  |  |

FLUID  MILK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS 

TOR  JUNE  1945 

Elaid  milk  markets  remained  firm  daring  early  Jane  despite  record  levels  of  milk 
proaaction,  according  to  the  Sureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Considerable  milk 
in  a  number  of  fluid  milk  markets  is  now  going  into  manufacturing  channels  and  some 
of  the  plants  are  "being  taxed  to  capacity  to  handle  the  large  supplies  currently 
available.    Excess  cream  in  some  ;eastern  .markets  is  being  used  for  f r"eezing.  Con- 
tinued cool  weather  has  caused  a  somewhat  slack  demand  for  fluid  milk  and  cream, 
but  improvement  is  expected  with  the  advent  of  warmer  Weather, 

Retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes  in  25  cities  during  early  ^une  continued 
at  or  near  ceiling  prices  established  by  OPa  and  averaged  14.88  cents  per  quart, 
the  same  average  reported  for  each  month  of  1944  and  for  the  present  year  to  date. 
The  average  dealers  buying  price  of  milk  for  city  distribution  was  $3.25  per  huiidre 
weight,  unchanged  from  the  April  and  May  averages,  bat  1  cent  higher  than  the  aver- 
age of  the  same  month  last  year. 

Only  two  markets  reported  changes  in  dealers  baying  prices.    In  Aurora,  Illinois, 
buying  prices  declined  5  cents  from  $3.33  per  hundredweight  in  May  to  $3.28  for  Jan 
A  decline  of  3.6  cents  per  hundredweight  occurred  in  the  buying  tfrice  of  Kansas  Git 
Missouri.    No  enanges  were  reported  in  retail  prices  of  milk  delivered  to  homes. 

A  special  price  for  milk  made  into  batter  was  provided  by  an  amendment  to  the 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  marketing  agreement  which  has  been  given  tenatxve  approval  by  the 
War  Eood  Administration.  "Milk  handlers  stated* that  they  had  suffered  a  financial 
loss  from  the  disposition  of  a  substantial  portion  of  milk  in  excess  of-  fluid  milk 
and  cream  needs  during  the  flush  season.    They  stated  that  a  current  increase  of 
approximately  20  percent  in  milk  production  from  the  same  period. last  year  had 
■accentuated  the  problem. 

An  order  regulating  milk  handling  in  the  Dayton- Springfield,  Ohio,'  marketing  area 
has  been  issued  and  will  become  effective  July  1,  -  The  order  \d.ll  establish  3 
'classes  for  milk,  including  fluid- milk  and  fluid  milk  by-products  as  Class  I,  fluid 
cream  and  cottage  cheese  as  Class  II,  and  all  other  dairy  products  as  Class  III, 

A  referendum  has  been  called  for  dairymen,  of .  Ohio ,  Kentucky,  and  West  Virginia 
supplying  milk  to  the  Tri-State  Marketing  area,  on  the  issuance  of  a  proposed  mar- 
keting order.    The  order  would  establish  a  marketing  area  covering  the  cities  of 
Ashland,  Kentucky;  Ironton,  Gallipolis,  and  Marietta,  Ohio;  Huntington  and  Rarkers- 
burg,  W.  Va;  and  Athens' and  Scioto  counties,  Ohio.'        •        •  *     .  . 

The  largest  milk  production  for  any  month  on  record  occurred  during  May.-    At  12.6 
billion  pounds,  the  estimate  for  May  was  6  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago  and  ex- 
ceeded by  a  narrow  margin  the  previous  monthly  record  production  of  June,  1943. 
Green  feed  from  pastures  which  started  early  this  year  contributed  substantially 
to  the  heavy  milk  production, /even  though  growth  of  grass  in  some  areas  was  slowed 
. by  the  cool  weather  of  May  and  early  June,
